to see the physcinn we find now the ener- 
getic surgeon. 
The 
druggists sulfer 


therefrom, but the sick find it an excel- 
lent change. Take one by one the greater 
part of our orgitns and see the bistoury 
replace the prescription and tho piaster in 
u grout many cases. 
One or two examples 


will suffice. 
A few years ago, when one 


had a cancer in the stomach the physician 
was powerless to help the euiferer, who 


radually wasted away. 
Today the phy- 


sician diagnoses n cancer of the 
stomach, 


and calls to his assistance a surgeon, who 
'Pens the stomach and does not hesitate 
when necessary to cut awny the entire 
organ.p 
There is another affection cal- 


thp round ulcer of the stomach, which 


often pciforates the stomach, and is fol- 
.ovved by acute peritonitis, 
frequently 


fatal. 
In this the physician is again pow- 


rless. and it is necessary to rely entirely 
upon the surgeon. Leaving deceases of 
the stomach, the case of appendicitis is 
noteworthy. This has passed from the 
lands of physicians into those of surgeons 
exclusively. Physicians have not readily 
given place to Burgeons in this matter, 
nnd the battle has been savage, but not- 
withstanding, these cases have become to- 
day the work for sturgeons. 


Other oases might be mentioned in 


which the surgeon has replaced the physi- 
cian, as in pulmonary gangrene, surgery 
of the heart, and even surgery of the nerv- 
ous system. 
Thus sciatica is cured by the 


elongation of the scia.ic nerve. This 
operation , however, is nothing compared 
to the extirpation of the ganglion of 
Gasser, which cures certain form's of neu- 
ralgia of the face, the sufferings from 
which are so intense as to frequently drive 
to suicide. 
To find the ganglion of 


Gasser, it is necessaiy to trepan the skull, 
cut into the meuingcn, raise the mass of 
the brain, and go deep into the box offhe 
skull. Epilepsy is cured by the resection 
of the large sympathetic nerve, and mic- 
rocephaly by a circular resection of the 
skull, whicli is too small for the progress 
of the developing brain. Remark that 
the progress of modern surgery does not 
date back fuither than twelve years, and 
already half the field of the physician has 
passed to the surgeon.—Dr. R. Romme, 
in Parisian Paper, translated for Public 
Opinion. 


The Glittering Style. 


Among the first and last difficulties of 


liteiary art are these—to describe things 
as they are, to know what one feels, and 
to express that feeling plainly. Which 
means that the writer must possess the 
great gift of sincerity— raro in literature 
as in life. It is such writings only that 
live, making fresh appeal to generation 
after generation. 
One of the enemies of 


sincerity is the modern rage for glitter 
and 
cleverness in !>roBe 
composition. 


We do not say that the glittering writar is 
necessarily insincere, but his anxiety to 
strike attitudes, to sparkle, to be saying 
continually to his reader: "Remark that 
admirable phrase, that arresting 
epithet, 


that bright conceit, that startling simile 
—am I not clever?" makes for insincer- 
ity. 
The cleverness of many modern 


boons is colossal. 
Often, as we read, we 


do not say, "What clear, good thought," 
but, rather, "Why on earth does he say 
what he has to say so oddly?" 
Some- 


times this cleverness is merely the fail- 
ure to hide the marks of labor, a craze for 
polish, the niggling use of a score of 
brush-marks when one broad stroke would 
have prodaeed the effect. 
Take an ox- 


ample from an able and scholarly modern 
collection of short stories: "He had the 
soft, purring ways of a cat, the tact of a 
Jesuit, the penetration of a money-lender, 
the sensibility of a musical amateur, and 
the morals of a maid-of-honor." Is that 
goud characterization? 
No. Do you be- 


lieve it? 
No. We are conscious of 
the 


writer's ingenuity—that is all. Here are 
a few passages from another , a successful 
and highly praised modern novel. Do 
they spell sincerity? 
Hardly. 
But they 


certainly conjure up a picture of the au- 
thor assiduously desirous to be at his best, 
to glitter, to show his cleverness. We can 
see him at work making tbe phrases: 
"She 
blinked sagely." 
"He looked 


through her eyes into the east, and was 
aware of the stainless beginning of things 
—joy as yet • unvooal, and sorrow with 
folded pinions." "Her 
veins ran ichor; 


she was (nil of the unknown god, stamped 
and sealed the desired of heaven." 
In 


contrast let us take, almost at random, a 
passage 
from 
"Adam Bede." 
Ten 


lines and there is Dinah. You know her. 
You believe in her. 
tt ii Dinah who 


make* the picture—not the author. 


Editor Gazette:—By the withdrawal of

Free Dalivery of Rural Mails. 


From the New York Sun. 


Postmaster General Smith, it is report- 


ed, will ask Congreaa for an appropriation 
of $6,000,000 for the free rural delivery 
service in the next fiscal year. 
The ap- 


propriation for the current year 
was 


$3,500,000. 
The extension of the service 


increases tho amount of money needed 
to support it, but pays ita way. Though 
it ia continually calling for more and 
more funds it is making large reductions 
in the expenses of other features of the 
post office business. 


The introduction of the free rural de- 


livery in any district means the abolition 
of fourth class post ofh'cps and of the ser- 
vice of star route contractors and mail 
messengers. The new service is found 
to cost but little more than the old and 
the increased sale of poatage stamps that 
has resulted from bringing the post office 
to the farmer's very door baa in many 
places actually turned the balance in fav- 
or of the new system. 


No one expected such a splendid result 


when Congress, in 1894, consented to try 
the experiment. Few believed the idea 
was practicable. The opinion of the post 
office department was that it would add 
$20,000,000 a year to the expenses of the 
postal service. The results of a few yenrs 
practical experiment were a surprise to 
ever} body. President MoKinley was able 
to say, in his annual message in Decem- 
ber, 1900, that "the actual application of 
it (free rural delivery) has shown tbat it 
increases postal receipts and can be ac- 
complished by reductions in other branch- 
es of the service so that tbe augmented 
revenues and the accomplished 
savings 


materially reduce the net cost." • 


Tho post office department no longer 


regards rural delivery as experimental. 
The farmers have most enthusiastically 
welcomed the service, the demand for It is 
widespread and Congress for several years 
has made very liberal appropriations to 
extend it. 
The great fact about rural de- 


livery ia that it ia proving to be a power- 
ful 
educational agency, bringing tbe 


farmers into daily touch with the intellec- 
tual and commercial activitiee of the 
world aa la shown by the large increase in 
the circulation of newspapers and periodi- 
cal literature wherever the new delivery 
system is introdued . We are undoubted- 
ly approaching a time when the free de- 
livery of the mail will be extended to all 
parts of the country, as has been done in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Austria 
and other parts of Europe, whoae greater 
density of population suggested the new 
system before we tried it.

Now, if he held thc stone to be smashed 
firmly against this support he might 
pound away at it until doomsday with- 
sut hurting anything but his fist, but 
notice closely, and you will see that he 
holds the small stone n sixteenth of an 
inch above the support, and when he hits 
It it's the concussion that breaks it. 
Any one cau do it neatly after a little 
practice. 


'A little more real strength is needed 


in the feat of lifting a barrel of water 
and two men with the teeth, but not 
much. A man of ordinary strength can 
accomplish it. To begin with, the water 
barrel, which if genuine would weigh 
with Its contents about 000 pounds, has 
a false top and bottom and holds only 
enough v.ater so that a little can be let 
out of the tninghole to deceive the on- 
lookers. 
Fastened to thc barrel and to 


the waist of the performer and conceal- 
ed by a sash «hicli he wears is a rope. 
This is deftly hitched to the barrel when 
It is lifti-d up for him to take the mouth- 
piece ill his teeth. 


"The 
mouthpiece 
exactly 
fits 
his 


mouth, so that whatever weight comes 
here is usually sustained by the jaw. 
Here comes .he thrilling moment! Two 
men lift themselves upon the barrel, and, 
with two other si urdy fellows to support 
his back and keep his balance, the strong 
man slowly lifts the barrel. 
Bending 


back, he supports the weight at an angle 
of about 45 degrees, apparently witb^bJs 
teeth, but actually upon his chest. It's a 
sensational act; but, ns a matter of fact," 
more strength is required in the men who 
support him than in thc star performer 
himself. Not more than 200 pounds were 
ever actually supported by any athlete 
in this fashion. 


"The mouthpiece used in this trick is 


employed in all acts where the perform- 
ers appear t« hang by their teeth. It is 
so constructed that when one gets it in 
his month he cannot let go of it until the 
weight is taken off. So circus folks do 
not really support their weight or the 
weight of any other object by their teeth. 
It is actually on the ueck that most of 
the strain comes, aud performers doing 
this stunt very much gets an abnormal 
neck development. 
Nowadays my neck 


measures sixteen inches, but when I was 
in the business it was nineteen inches 
around. 


"About the only act that requires real 


strength is that of supporting a horse on 
a teeter board, but even in this trick the 
most important needs me nerve and a 
•noil trained hoise. 
Bodily strength 


comes third. I'll never forget to my 
dying day the first time 1 tried this. I 
had rigged up two chairs as strongly as 
possible in a bain and fastened them to 
the floor, aftet which I had put a board 
across between them to support n teeter, 
upon which 1 had trained my pony to 
walk. When the animal had learned his 
lesson thoiotiglily and would ascend the 
teeter and balance at tbe word of com- 
mand, 1 prepared for the final test. 


"In place of the bonrd connecting the 


chairs I put my own body. Acioss my 
chest I put the teeter board. Then, lock- 
ing my feet firmly in one chair and my 
arms around the back of the other, I 
called, 'Romeo!' 


"He came from the hall, straight for 


the teeter. Then my nerve failed me. I 
cried 'Whoa!' wildly, but Romeo didn't 
seem to know the meaning of the word. 
On he came, directly up the incline. 
There was no backing out. 
All that I 


could do was to hang on desperately, and 
this I did. When Romeo got above my 
chest, he balanced himself gracefully for 
awhile—it seemed an hour to me, though 
it was only a few seconds—then he went 
off the other side. 1 ha.d succeeded, and 
the trick was not so hard as I had feared. 


"It appears to the audience as if the 


man in this act was suppoiting the 
weight largely with his neck. 
Such is 


not the case, for most of it comes on his 
arms and legs, and the latter are fastened 
BO that they cannot become loosened. 
It 


takes strength, but not extraordinary 
strength. 


"Not unlike this trick, but requiring 


even less muscular power, is tbe feat of 
supporting a lot of people on a board 
placed across your body while you are 
bent over backward. This is certainly 
the easiest way for a man to support his 
family I know of. 
Before the athlete 


bends his holy his feet are braced so 
strongly that they can't slide. Then he 
bends back and a board is placed across 
his knees and shoulders, upon which an- 
other board is put crosswise for the men 
to get upon. In this position the bones 
of the arms and legs support the weight, 
and as the bone of a healthy human be- 
ing is pretty strong a' number of men 
may get upon the board without causing 
tbe slightest inconvenience. 
The bones 


will have to be crushed before anything 
will give way."—New York Sun.

punishment for any frailty pn the part 
of man or" wife than a direct and per- 
sonal punishment, as in the cases in- 
stanced above. 


Needless to say. In the cases in which 


the ceremony is performed vicariously 
the person who rides tbe stang is not 
subjected to bodily ill treatment at the 
bands of those who perform it. 


It is usually some good natured friend 


who is selected for bestriding the stang. 
He is carried through the streets in the 
dusk of the evening on the shoulders of 
two men, preceded by another carrying 
a lantern. 


At every fifty yards or so the proces- 


sion makes a halt, during which the ac- 
commodating slang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while T you harangue, 


'Tie neither tor your sake nor lor my sake 


That 1 ride the Btang,

Mountain! Made of Skeleton*. 


Many of the most imposing mountain 


ranges of the globe are largely made up 
of limestones composed almost entirely 
of the hard parts of animals which once 
lived in I he sea. the most important of 
these rock building forms being of a very 
small size. The solid earth is, in fact, 
a colossal graveyard, and many of its 
most imposing elevations are stupendous 
tombstones. 


The chalk making up the white cliffs 


to which England owes her name of 
Albion (Latin, albus, white) is chiefly 
composed of microscopic shells closely re- 
sembling those now found at the bottom 
of the sea. Hills and mountain ranges 
largely made of this chalk exteud from 
Britain and Prance round the shores of 
the Mediterranean and nway into Asia, 
and are largely represented in other parts 
of the world. Even moie remarkable is 
the limestone of which the pyramids are 
built 


This is chiefly made tip of coin shaped 


shells (mummulites), partly responsible, 
no doubt, for eastern legends of magic 
money. The limestone containing them 
attains a thickness of several thousand 
feet and is the material of which many 
mountain ranges are largely built. Be- 
ginning on the west, we have thc Pyre- 
nees and Alps, followed by the Carpa- 
thians, Caucasus, mountains of Asia 
Minor, North Africa and Bnluchistan 
and. lastly, the Suleiman mountains, 
Himalayas and ranges in China and 
J&pan.

Fever generally, physicians say, is a 


condition in which are present the phe- 
nomena of a rise of temperature, an ac- 
celerated circulation and marked tissue 
danger. As to the primary cause there 
arc several theories. One is that it is • 
disorder of the sympathetic nerve sys- 
tem or a derangement of the nerve cen- 
ters In the brain which govern the 
processes of heat production, circulation 
and other functions of the body. Fever 
is generated by chemical changes, prin- 
cipally a process of oxidation or a burn- 
Ing up of the tissues of the body. A 
quickened circulation is the rule in all 
fevers, and this maintains a ratio of in- 
crease with the rise in temperature, 
evpry additional degree of heat being 
marked by an Increase of eight or ten 
pulse beats a minute.—New York Post.
